‘The continued dry weather, the 
increasing heat and the high winds 
that prevail are all contributing. 
factors in the serious outbreaks of 
fire in the poorer parts of Hankow. 
Human carelessness is of course the 
primary eause, as when a bean curd 
maker yesterday lit up a big Bre] 
with wry stubble in an old ram- 
shackle outfit, The worn-out chim- 

wey collapsed, the flames caught 
the roof-beams, the wind swept the 
sparks about and 209 huts were des- 
troyed. A youth of 18 and a little 
ist of three were found burnt to 
death inthe smouldering ashes 
after the fire was over. The absence 
of water mains of course rendered 
any work by the brixades impos. 
sible, In the ease of a second fire 
yesterday matters might have been 
much the same, but it occurred on 
the borders of the concession area 
and the brigades were able to limit 
it to the shop in which it started. 


Armed Robber Raid 


‘One special feature of the river-| 
side districts of Hankow is the 
houses where the dealers from dis-| 
tant provinces stay when in Han- 
kow. ‘They are well-known by name | 
right away up the reaches of the 
Yangtze, and are regarded as more 
suitable ‘for business purposes than 
ordinary hotels. Last night a band| 
of eight armed men suddenly rushed 
nto one of these — guest-houses, 
closed both front and back doors, 
and herded all the occupants into’ 
‘a room. The band then ransacked 
the place and got off with more: 
than $1,000. It is evident that 
the armied robbers are becoming 
more and more bold as the risk of 
an alarm being given from some 
unknown exit or from an upstairs 
window must have been great. 


Concessions to Fortune Tellers

WUCHANG ’PHONS EXCHANGE,

Mr. H. D, Rodger represented the 
plaintifl and Mr. C. S. Franklin and 

4. B. Davies, the defendants re- 
spectively. 

Tn addressing the court Mr. Davies 
said that the fre ceeurred on Febru 
ary 22, 1926, and. the buildings 
were partially destroyed. They had 
been insured by the defendant’ com- 
panies, and. during the month. of 
September, 1926, the forees of the 
Nationalist Government captared 
Wachang and appropriated the pro- 
perty, but he was not of the opinion 
That they thereby automatially:be- 
came the beneficiaries of the in- 
surance due. 


Capture Six Months After Fire 

He called the court's attention to 
the fact that the capture took place 
six months after the fire, and that 
the incoming forces got’ only the 
partially burned buildings, and 
‘acquired no capital in the insurance 
policy. He held that the Nationali 
Government way in no better posi 
tion than if it had purchased the 
remains of the buildings and he 
asked the court, “If those named in 
the policy had been paid immediately 
following the fire would the incoming.
